among them ‘‘ The Land of the Mountain and the 
Flood,” had been heard at the Crystal Palace. 
He also wrote a number of songs of an original 
character. Itis now Mr. MacCunn’s intention to 
devote himself to Grand Opera, and the Marquis 
of Lorne has made researches into the ancient 
Celtic legends of the Highlands for the story of 
the opera now due, Without being directly 
imitative, many portions of ‘ Diarmid ” recall 
the methods of the great Bayreuth composer. 


The Marquis of Lorne

Farewell of Miss Anna Williams. 

One of the most eminent of English vocalists, 
Miss Anna Williams, gave her farewell concert 
at the Albert Hall on Oct. 13. She has retired 
while still in the full possession of her powers. 
Her father was the highly esteemed literary 
adviser of Messrs. Smith, Elder, and Co. ; and 
the early training of Miss Williams was under 
that excellent musician, Mr. H. Deacon.

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Profitable dadon 


NE can garden on a small plot of 
land. ere is the cae of a 
garden I laid out last. It 
was not planted so muc with an 
eye to making, money as to having 
a profitable garden for supplying 
the needs of a family who like to 
have plenty of everything all the 
year round. At a glance the 
sketch will show that about half 
the area of the garden is taken 

with fruit trees and bushes. 

The part left clear is the per- 

manent weet plot. On the 
left on entering is a plot of 


‘Fifty Blackcurrant Bushes: 

and at the back of that two rows of (twenty) filbert bushes. 
Next comes, on the same side, a summer-house and the 
frames (three) for wing cucumbers and for raising 
tomato plants in, to Be planted out in summer. Then the 
continuing narrow strip leaves a good space for a salad 
border. Turning the farther corner from the cottage and 
or back is fhe fruit border. This comes right up to 
and along the back of the cottage. It holds twenty-five 
bush and pyramid 


Apple, Plum, Pear, and Cherry Trees; 
50 each of red and white currants; and, along its front 
edge all the length, 200 strawberry plants; also all the 
length of its back. edge 200 raspberry canes. On the inner 
side of the short path behind the cottage is a plot of 


50 Gooseberry Bushes. 
Total of these— trees, bushes, canes, and strawberry 
plants—695. These 


Cost Altogether about £4. 
The bushes and trees all yielded some fruit this summer ; 
redcurrants, gooseberries, and raspberries fruiting fairly 
well. Next year they should produce — strawberries, 
250 pints ; raspberries, 125 pints; poole, 100 pints ; ;

white ditto, 100 pints ; black ditto, 
and 


the 


redcurrants, 100 pints ; 
100 pints; filberts, 20 pints; and the apple, pear, plum, 
cherry trees all some fruit. At least in a fair season 
first year’s crop may be equal to 

900 Pints of Fruit. 

Reckoning the value of this fruit at 1łd. per pint, it 
amounts to £5 12s. 6d. Every year after the first the 
quantity of this fruit will be greater, and when in fairly 
full bearing it may sometimes be worth ‘£20 for the full 
year’s crop. There is still left the garden ground to 


Cultivate Vegetables Upon. 

About one-third of it should be planted with early [snow- 
drop or some such vafiety) potatoes. Two beds, each 
taking an ounce of seed, should be prepared and. sown 
with onions. Leeks, beet, carrots, cabbages, peas, Frenc 

beans, the latter two in successional rows, should also be 
allotted space. After the early potatoes, scarlet runners, 
eclery, brussels sprouts, broccoli, and winter and spring 
greens should occupy the potato plot. ‘The rest of the 
ground, as it is cleared, should be Billed up with plants or 
seedlings waiting ready, and the ground should be ulways 
occupied.

HE rent-roll of the infant Marquis of 
Blandford will, it is computed, by and by 
reach the Vanderbiltian figure of seven 
millions per annum. Society. accordingly, 

owed it to its idolatry of Mammon to grace the 
christening of the young Duke and Duchess of 
Marlborough’s baby at the Chapel Royal, St. 
James’s, last Saturday morning. The Prince of 
Wales stood sponsor. . H.R.H. was met at the 
entrance of the Chapel by the Duke of Abercorn, 
and took up his position on the right of the font, 
where the other sponsors—the Marchioness of 
Blandford, the Duke of Marlborough, and Mr. 
William K. Vanderbilt—had already assembled. 

The altar was decorated with white chrysanthe- 
mums, and displayed upon the’ communion table 
was the gold sacramental plate. The choir, in 
their picturesque scarlet and. gold uniforms, 
occupied seats within the sacrarium, and the 
font, placed immediately in front of the 
altar rails, was ornamented with white chry- 
sunthemums, lilies, and tuberoses, from which 
depended long trails of graceful smilax. 
The baptismal rite was performed by the 
Rev. Edgar Sheppard, M.A., Sub-Dean of the 
Chapels Royal. The Marchioness of Bland- 
ford took the infant from his nurse’s arms and 
handed him to the Sub-Dean to perform the act 
of.baptism, the Marchioness, in a firm voice, 
giving the names of John Albert Edward Wiiliam. 
After the benediction the Prince, the’ Duke and 
Duchess of Marlborough, Mr. Vanderbilt, the 
Duchess of Buccleuch, and the Duke of Abercorn 
passed through to the vestry to attest the register. 
It-was in the same Chapel Royal that the 
present Duke of Marlborough was christened on 
June 21, 1872, and that the register of that 
baptism is also, attested by his godparents—the 
Prince of Wales, the Marchioness of Blandford, 
and the Duke of Abercorn.

: AST Monday, as ever was, has to be added to the 


very many red-letter days that have been associated

Palmer belongs to 
England, and Sullivan was born in Ireland ; but as, since 
he was fourteen, the latter has adopted America and has 
achieved all his boxing distinction in the States, there was 
sufficient in this to give the affair a flavour of inter- 
nationality. - Apart from that, however, the reputation of 
the two men was enough to create a strong wish to be 
present ; and

was once more able to prove his capacity for dealing with a 
large demand for seats. Tickets were all taken up by 
three o’clock on Monday afternoon, and members and their 
friends began to flock into the club soon after 7 p.m., 
though the opening event of the evening was billed for 
9.30. Nearly all the seats were occupied by nine o'clock ; 
and bouts between Driscoll and Martin, and Reynolds and 
Hughes, served to whet the appetite for the bonne bouche. 
The appearance of Palmer and Sullivan just before half- 
past nine created much enthusiasm. 


Sullivan’s Superior Height, 
some 2} in., was discernible, but otherwise the pair seemed 
to be not ill-matched as to size. To begin with, both 
observed a great deal of caution, but the company had not 
to wait long for something exciting. 


The Science and Wonderful Smartness

were soon in evidence, but it was as quickly apparent that 
Sullivan, though imferior in these respects, possessed

Palmer's right hand 
was considerably damaged by the time the eleventh round 
was reached, and his left had not escaped; but he never 
flinched. Indeed, he ran risks which might have easily 
proved fatal but for his cleverness in getting away, for it 
was at close quarters that Sullivan shone most. Throughout

neither showed any inclination to give in; and when the

Sullivan actually wept and expressed a wish to meet the 
Englishman again. In science and generalship Palmer is 
at present undoubtedly much superior to Sullivan, but of 
pluck and gameness the latter possesses any amount, and 
he has the satisfaction of knowing that throughout his 
brilliant career Palmer has never had to work so hard to 
preserve his position as an unbeaten man.
